For more than thirty years I have taught those 
darling little girls in the grade schools. It has 
been necessary for me to give them examinations 
on what they have studied and learned. Some- 
times the examination is written. Other times it 
is oral. One thing is certain: If teacher is not 
clear in pronouncing the words or doesn’t make 


the meaning of the thought clear, those kids can ~ 


give you some unusual answers. . 

We were studying plants. I asked Marie what 
looked live a very simple question: “What is a 
dandelion?” And after hesitating a few minutes 
she gave me this answer. 

“A dandy lion if a very nice and clean lion. 
He always takes care of himself. He wants to be 
proud of the way he looks and acts. So that is 
why he led a dandy lion.” 

Of course you can at once see that when you 
pronounce the word dandelion and dandy lion 
they do seem to be almost the same. But it you 
do get careless how you say words you can get 
a very strange answer. Also if the student is a 
bit mixed up. 

We were studying geography, I asked Frances 
this question: 

“What is the equat 

She looked at me. Then at the big globe on 
my desk. I could see she was puzzled. Then she 
smiled.

This is one I asked 
of Helen: “Name the strongest animal in zoo 
in our ci There wasn’t even a second hesi- 
tation on her part. 

“Bring me to the zoo this Sunday. Show me 
the strongest animal. If it is male I would call 
him Strongo. If it is female then I would call 


her Stronga.”” 
Then there was the day I asked this question 
of Bernice: “What is a_ seal?’’ How was.I 


to expect her to ask me: “Christmas seal/or seal - 


in the zoo?” Clever little kid, at that. This 
technique of asking teacher a question when you 
do not know the answer. is probably centuries 
old. J had a special advanced class. We had 
been told to teach them certain special mathe- 
matical concepts. So I asked Miriam this ques- 
tion: “What is the shortest distance between two 
points?” The correct expected answer was: “A 
straight line is the shortest distance between 
two points.” 

Miriam didn’t answer. So I took a piece 
of chalk anc drew two dots on the board. Then 
repeated the question, 

“In which direction?” she finally asked me. 
We had been studying about the astronauts 
landing on the Moon. I thought I ‘had a very 
simple question when I asked this one: 

“What would you call the dust on the Moon?’ 


Seemed to me that every child in the class 
could only give me this answer: Moon dust. 
But not Janice. She raised her hand so I called 
her. She was proud of what she had to say. 
Just in one word: “Dirty!"’ Coming to think about 
it, maybe she was correct. Wonder if she would 
volunteer to go up and clean up the Moon? 


I had prepared a jJesson which was a little 
game. The idea was to give the class a word. 
See how quickly they would react when I asked 
them to say it backwards. For there are words 
that can be changed into other words if you 
tead the letters from right to left. I asked this 
one: “Who can say the word TON backwards?”” 
Simple, eh? All Lois had to say was one word: 
“NOT.” She raised her hand. Ther proudly she 
turned around- backwards to myself and the class. 
And repeated: “NOT.” 

One day the teacher in our kindergarten class 
was ill. So I helped out while my girls were 
playing ball with another class. 

“How much is three times three?” I asked. 

There was definitely’ a puzzled look on every 
face in that room. _ A little girl gyose from her
